The new Conservative leader, Hon.

In the heat of an elec- 
tion, people who are partizans, which 
most of us are, will not listen to 
reason and do not want to consider 
arguments. To do so might lead us 
to.change our minds when an elec- 
tion is close upon us, The changing 
of minds has to be done before elec- 
tion is announced; it is seldom done 
afterwards. To enhance political in- 
telligence or mould the opinion of a 
people the country must be sown 
kneedeep with persuasive literature, 
meetings must be held constantly and 
all parts of the country reached, while 
the press must preach high ideals of 
life and citizenship. This work must- 
be done all the time, not only at elec-

With harly an exceptiog each one of 
his birds won a major prize. This 
remarkable showing interested the 
judges, and, upon inquiry, it was dis- 
covered that the successful exhibitor 
had been feeding his poultry with cod- 
liver oil. ‘ : . 

Subsequent investigation by New- 
foundland coddliver oiy manufactur 
ers disclosed the fact that, while the 
value of this oil was known to poul- 
trymen in the various agricultural 
colleges in-Caoada and the United 
States, its geferal use was limited, 


Within recent years the utilization 
of cod for the extraction of ordinary 
medicinal oils has developed into one 
of the most important industries in 
Newfoundland, Plants have been 
modernized within recent years on the 
lines of the latest scientific processes 
ind equipment. The ammonia process 
has taken the place of salt and ice for 
freezing purposes. The up-to-date 
chill-filter press has largely supersed- 
ed the straining in bags. New meth- 
ods of extracting the oil from the liv- 
er by carbon dioxide have been effect-

FIRST AID IN CASES 
OF POISONING 


As with many other emergencies in 
life, the treatment of a case of poison- 
ing is largely a matter of common 
sense, of keeping one’s head, and of 
seeing that others do so too. 

To send for a doctor is of course, 
one of the first and most important 
steps to be taken ip a case of poison- 
ing But a doctor may not be found 
at once, and‘ meanwhile life may .go. 
It need not’ do so.in many cases if the 
person in charge knows what to do. 
It is not expected that all should 
know the antidote to every poison, 
but all should_know the general prin- 
ciples involved. 


If it is a case of attempted suicide, 
no bottle, half empty or full should 
be thrown away. The same applies 
to vomited matter and anything else 
the doctor may want to see when. he 
arrives, Do not leave the patient 
alone._ 


‘There are two general rules to fol- 
low: Get rid of, the poison; administer 
the antidote. ‘If the poison. has. been 
taken by mouth as it usually is, empty 
the stomach. Induce vomiting by 
tickling the throat or by giving an 
emetic of one tablespoonful of must- 
ard to one half pint of warm water, 
or two tablespoonfuls of salt to the 
same quantity. “When the stomach is 
empty give the antidote. Although 
most antidotes are peculiar to certain 
poisons, there are some so called gen- 
eral antidotes. One of these that can 
be had at a moment’s notice is olbu- 
men in the form of the white of an 
agg. Give two or three whites in a 
glass of warm milk. Another general 


antidote is soap, which may be dis-| 


solved in four times its bulk of hot 
water, the patient being made to swal- 
low the thick suds in large quantities. 


Always remember that the patient 
inay be on the verge of collapse and 
that the treatment must not be so 
heroic as to exhaust him unnecessar- 
ily. He should be warmly covered, 
allowed to drink plenty of barley 
water, and if throat and mouth are 


inflamed relief can be obtained by |" 


sucking gum.

As a matter of fuct, these figures 
appear to be somswia lower than Ic 
required for the maximum growth and 
development of bacon hogs which are 
finished when about 200 pounds in 
weight. 

A test recently completed at the 
Central Experimental Farm, Ottawa, 
in which a ration of meal and milk 
which contained 24.5 per cent of pro- 
tein for weaned pigs and this gradual- 
ly decreased to 22.6 per cent for the 
pigs when’ finished was decidedly su- 
perior to a ration containing 20 per 
cent for weaned pigs and gradually 
reduced to 15 percent. These were 
self-fed. . 

The self-fed hogy, on the higher 
protein ration attained an average 
weight of 217 pounds when slightly 
over six months of age ‘and were quite 
well finished. Pigs of the same age 
and ‘breeding which were trough-fed 
identically the same‘rations continued 
to grow and failed to finish for anoth- 
er three weeks, this indicating that 
the ration was relatively too high in 
protein for finishing trough-fed hogs 
but about right for the self-fed hogs. 
While there must: necessarily ‘be a 
gradual reaction of the protein con- 
stituent or a widening of the nutri- 
tive ratio, as the-feeding period ad- 
vances care should be taken to main- 
tain a relatively higher protein con- 
tent when self-feeding the ration than 
when it is trough-fed in order. to pro- 
duce a good type of bacon hog. —

CAR FOR EVERY NINE 
PERSONS IN ALBERTA 


Alberta has 11.0 passenger auto- 
mobiles per hundred of population or 
approximately one car to every nine, 
men, women and children in the prov- 
ince, according to figures issued from 
Ottawa during the past week.

LIFE EXTENSION 


During the past fifty years, fifteen 
years have been added to the life ex- 


pectancy of each new-born infant. This | 
has come about chiefly because the | 
scientific knowledge concerning the, 


prevention and treatment of acute in- 
fectious diseases has been used. 
The acute communicable diseases, 


‘such~as--meesies, , diphtheria, typhoid 


fever and scarlet fever, are diseases 
of early life. It is generally known | 
that they are communicable and dan-| 
gerous. It is agreed that: they should 
be placed under the control of health | 
authorities and that: they are a state 
responsibility. Other acute infectious 
diseases, such as the summer diar-

rhoeas of infants, are being SUCCESS: | 


fully combatted. 

As a result of modern health work, 
many more people live to reach fifty 
years of age, but those arriving at the 
age of fifty have not any greater ex- 
pectancy of life than had those of the 
same age during the past few decades. 

fn later life,~the individual is the 
victim, not so much of acute diseases 
but of what are called the chronic 
degenerate diseases. These latter 
are the result of the premature wear- 
ing-out or breaking-down of one or 
more parts of the body. 

In later life also there dre infec- 
tions, These Infections are not acute 
as in early life, but they are chronic. 
They are dangerous because they are 
insidious in their: origin, hidden and 
difficult to recognize. They do not 
destroy life by reason of the damage 
they do at the point where they ex- 
ist, but by the damage done to parts 
distant from this pdint, through the 
poison they* pour into the blood 
stream. 

Abscessed teeth and infected ton- 
sils are such dangerous foci of infec- 
tien. Carried for years, with little or 
no discomfort, they are continually 
poisoning the blood stream _and, soon- 
er or later, they cause damage to the 
heart, blood vessels, kidneys or other 
organ. 

If huthan- life after fifty is to be 
prolonged, such foci df infection must 
be discovered and removed. The 
periodic health examination offers 
the most practical means for doing 
this.

INSPECTION AND SUPER- | 
VISION OF SCHOOLS 


Hundreds of young people are grad- 
uating each year from our normal 
schools. 

They are being turned out without 
any follow-up advice or encourage- 
ment, excepting the few words that 
can be dropped by the inspector when 
he is able to visit the school-room. 
The inspector’s report and the official 
nature of the visit creates unavoidably 
the feeling that the visitor is a friend 
coming to continue the work of the 
normal school under actual condi- 
tions in the ¢lass-room, and nothing 
more, We will never have supervisiion 
very helpful in improving the quality 
of the teacher’s work. 

A mistaken idea prevails. that in- 
spection and supervision are the same 
thing. Inspection strictly regarded, 
however, is not supervision, although 
the only supervising officers outside 
the large cities are the inspectors of 
schools and, presumably, the most :m- 
portant duty of an inspector should be 
supervision. Inspection merely in- 
volves the discovery: of ‘whether or not 
the school has attained the minimum 
standard as required by the Depart- 
ment of Education;**'the’’ inspector 
must visit) the school: discover the 
weak and strong points'of:the teacher 
and report upon them. On the other 
hand, a supervisor finds or locates 
the weaknesses of the teacher end 
endeavors to strengthen the teach- 
er’s work, and- seeks to tone up the 
entire service by using the strong 
teacher; he goes about'from school to 
school with the sole aim of improving 
the standard of instruction. Super- 
vision is the “follow-up,” the continua- 
tion or extension of teacher-training 
institutions into the province where 
teachers are actually engaged in the 
practical work. 

With the mny duties devolving on 
‘the inspector of schools as represent- 
ative of the Department of Educa- 
tion, it becomes impossible almost, to 
really supervise in the’ sense of im- 
proving the quality of instruction, All 
that can be done during his hurried 
visits (seldom more and often less in 
twelve months) is to, make a few

notes, drop a hint or two. here and 
there and fill in the forms which 
comprise his “report.” 

Although a person at all skilled in 
the work can tell whether thé general 
tone of the school {gs good or poor, the 
{Inspector’s visit becomes almost en- 
tirely one of inspection distinct from 
that of supervision. 

A supervisor discusses the prob- 
lems with the teacher under the very 
conditions that have to be faced in 
the class as does a supervisor of a 
special subject or a principal of a 
large city schoot who is relleved from 
teaching for a considerable period 
during school hours for supervisory 
work. Real supervision means en- 
couragement, inspiration, not the 1ts- 
suing of formal reports except on rare 
occasion. Supervision is not a vital 
problem in the large cities, but in the 
country districts where the younger 
and less experienced teachers are 
usually located, they are compelled to 
work out their own problems unaided, 
excepting of course, the yearly half- 
day visit of the inspector, followed by 
the dreaded “report”their reprieve or 
sentence.
